Canal Crisis 

' Freight 
Surcharge 
Dropped 


London, Sept. 26. 

The Far Eastern freight 
conference tonight suspend- 
ed the 15 per cent sur- 
charge on freight rates be- 
tween Britain and Far 
Eastern ports as no serious 
delays ' have been incurred 
by ships passing through 
the Suez Canal.
